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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1. Applicant's election with traverse of I in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. The traversal is 
on the ground(s) that the search will not be a burden since a search of one invention would 
include the other groups. This is not found persuasive because as noted in the restriction 
requirement, the inventions are classified in different classes or subclasses, and a search of one 
invention will not necessarily overlap with the other. A such the search of all of these inventions 
would be an extremely enormous burden to the patent office. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 6-21 and 25-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. I. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 5, the N-aliphatic-1 ,3-diaminopropane is not a possible compound from the 
structure taught in claim 1, but a 1,2-diaminopropane structure. 

5. Claims 1-4 and 22-24 are allowable over the art of record.
